Rabby is a grandson of the original 
owner and builder, Earnest Audolph Ber- 
nard Suthoff, a native of Hanover, Ger- 
many. ; 

When Mr. Suthoff, a graduate engin- 
eer of Heidelberg University, came to 
America he setiled in Brooklyn, then 
went to Buenos Aires in Argentina, but 
soon returned to work as a mechanic 
in Mobile. He left there to work as a 
timberman in George County and mov- 
ed down to Moss Point as a millwright 
in the Essmay Lumber Company’s saw- 
mill on the banks of the Escatawpa 
River opposite the present City Hall. 
The site and all evidences of the mill 
have been reclaimed by the river 
marshland.

AFTER THE ELDER Mr. Suthoff lost 
his wife by death, he married his 
widowed sister-in-law, Mrs. Mary Green- _ 
ough and she and her three sons, Al- 
bert, Arthur and John, joined the big 
family. Only John, who lives in Luce- 
dale, survives. 

Earnest, who is a frequent visitar to 
Pascagoula, said his father built the 
home in 1886 of virgin pine lumber cut 
and planed in Escatawpa sawmills. The 
late John. H. Hill, Sr., of Moss Point, a 
native of England, was the contrac 
tor. He and his wife were parents of 
children who became prominent in Moss 
Point’s business activities. 

The Suthoff home in Escatawpa and 
those who lived and grew up there as 
well as their descendants intimately i- 
dentified with Escatawpa’s and Moss 
Point’s religious and social acitvities 
for the greater part of a century. 

The elder Suthoff, well educated 
charitable by nature, was a helpful 
neighbor and a leading force in the 
building of churches. schools and other 
community assets. As a mill manager, 
he trained many men and directed 
them to skilled jobs in an era when 
hours were long and pay was low.

In describing his 
work on the painting, 
Eddie says he worked 
on it right up to the 
deadline. He changed 
the background several 
times by painting over 
the original one. 

“I painted the ducks 
on first and then put a 
scene along the 
Escatawpa Riven in 
the background,” he 
reveals, “I changed it 
several times and ended up with a corn 
field.on an overcast winter day and put a 
red barn in the background for good mea- 
sure.” ; 

The young artist says that his love for 
drawing dates back to his days in elemen- 
tary school in Escatawpa. He was inspired 
by a mural the art teacher painted on the 
cafeteria wall. He took a basic art course 
from Mrs. Dootsie Moore, a local teacher, 
who helped develop his talents. 

Eddie’s interest in painting wildlife 
began when he was helping his father, a 
painting contractor. They were doing 
work for Slater Construction when the 
owner gave him his first Ducks Unlimited 
magazine. 

“I was most impressed with the work of 
two nationally-known artists whose works 
are in the magazine,” he says. “They are 
David Maass and Robert K. Abbett and | 
guess you could say my work is now a 
cross between the two.” 

Several times Eddie sent entries to the 
state duck stamp contest. He placed in the 
top five once and in the top 10 another 
time. Since he also plays the keyboard 
guitar, he began wondering if his interests 
might be in music. 

In last year’s First of America Wildlife 
Arts Festival in Michigan, he placed first 
in wildlife competition and second over- 
all. The categories also included photogra- 
phy and woodcarving. His win netted him 
$500. ‘ 

The biggest financial reward he has 
received so far came when he was com- 
missioned by an Alabama lawyer to paint 
a quail hunting scene. The lawyer had 
seen one of the artist’s proofs that Eddie’s

The painting was of the lawyer, one of 
his friends, and their favorite bird dog. 
The man was so impressed with Eddie’s 
work that he added a $5,000 bonus to the 
$1,500 commission. 

“The day I won the state contest brought 
about a new day in my career,” Eddie 
Suthoff says. “In order to be considered a 
professional wildlife artist you have to 
win at least two state duck stamp contests 
and that’s my goal.” 

He’s also hoping a painting he is doing 
will make him the youngest artist to ever 
win the national duck stamp contest. The 
result could be a million dollars in prize 
money, publication royalties and other 
considerations. 

“T don’t know what would happen if the 
Secretary of State would call me from 
Washington and tell me I have won the 
federal award,” Eddie says.
